We used to have the real fires in 
the old days when the lumber mills 
were in their glory, and there was 
something to burn. 
T suppose the

the old days would have made nice j 
fireworks, but it’s hard to get as en­ 
thusiastic over a chimney fire as 
over a whole lumber yard crackling 
at once.” 
Then Mr. Simonton settled him­ 
self back in his chair in The Inside 
Inn at the Y. M. C. A., folded his] 
apron up over his ample front cie-1 
vation, and began to unfold his mem­ 
ory.
